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JXTKODrCTlON. 

These srcnealosrical records of tlie Atwootl fatnilv were 
collectecl by Charlos Atwood, a lawyer of Boston, recently 
deceased. He bestowed upon them most careful research, 
lK>th in this country and abroad, visiting personally, in 1854, 
Sander^^tead. in ^^u^n*v Countv. KnirlMnd. in which phut' and 
its neitrhborhood, were the earlv homes of that branch of the 
family which appears in Boston in 1()42,and in Plymouth a 
few vears earlier. 

• 

It is much to be regretted that these documents wi»rr 
not arranged and printed during the life time of Mr. Atwoo«l. 
All that can now be done is to secure their presorvation, in 
tho hope that the various scattered facts and the authorities 
from which they have, with no small labor, been promrod. 
ma}- aid others engaged in similar researches, and perhaps 
supply some of those missing links which are often needed to 
make family chains complete. 

Manuscripts had been at times prepared by Mr. Atwood 
for relatives, giving a history of the family with circum- 
stances of special interest connected with some of its mem- 
bers, more especially those who came to tin's country, and 
were his own immediate ancestors. It has been thought 
wise to prefix, in a somewhat narrative fornj, the substance 
of these manuscripts to the more minute and chronologically 
arranged memoranda and genealogic:d tables which follow, 
though this has involved some repetitions.

Pei>onj» of the 6iinw lainilv soem lo have written the uamo verv 
differentlv — even thvir own mini*' at diflerent tiniesi. 

One of the **Sergeunts at Anns" of Kdward III, is called ^'Ricarduii 
nf the Wodc.'* in a Latin docuniont of 103X ; '• Ricardus del Wodc *' 
in 134.') ; and Ricardus Atie Wode in 184ri. Another *• Sergeant p* 
Anns.'* *• WilliiMuhj^ d.-lAVrnV in 184:i. IS.VS; and '• Williemhis 
Atte Wode " in 13:»0. looiL 

The 4jlli Aliboi ot'Kve?lmni (Worcestorghire) instalK'd 1344, was 
(according to County Histories) Wm. dc Bois, of the ancient family 
of Attwood of Wolvcrlev in that Conntv. — fFrom Mav'g History-, 
quoting Nash.] 

Xycholas Wood (died 1586) was the 8d son of John Atwoode 
(died 1520) and tlie father of Hannun Attwood. written aUo 
Attwoodd. The inscription on Xycholas' monument writes his 
father's name **At Wood " — [all at Sanderstead]. Harman Attwood 
is called Harman Woode. till the entry of the baptism of his third 
child iu Sanderstead pnrisli register. 

In the time of Elizabeth there are records of two suits concerning 
hind in Sussex — evidentlv the same land. In one the names are 
Nicholas Attwood and John Atwood; in the other Nicholas A wood, 
and John Awood — for certainly the same persons. 

Anthony & Wood, the historian of Oxford, was tlie son of Thomas 
Wood. 

In certain of Piyme's documents there is evidence of the repeated 
interchange of Wood and Atwood. as the name of one of his consti- 
tuents at Bath. 

The ** o" docs not seem to have been doubled before the 16th cen- 
turv. Till then it wa.*- alwav? written •* Wode," as well when

HISTORY OF TIIK ATWOOl) FAMILY IN KNGJ.ANI). 

The At wood name originated iu C'oul?«don. a parish in SurreV^ 
('ounty, about twelve miles south of Loudon, and adjoining Croydon 
and Sander*teail. At C'oulsdon are t\vi» ejjtate? now eallcd *■ Wou*l 
Fiacc" and '*Hooley House." Peter Atte Wode, John Atte AVode 

and Geoffrev Atte Wode were tenants of tlie Abl»ev of Chcrlsov. 

• • • 

Iioldiug these estates — their names appearing 1313, 134G, 18.i7, 1384, 
John Atte Wode, lessee of the Manor from 1433 to 145ii. Tlie uuuie 
is from their residence "at* the wood." Surnames were then 
changed according to resideuce or other peculiarities. This estate 
had fifteen acres of wood land, and it wa<< occu))ied by this family at 
least oue hundred and lifty years. ** Sanderstead Court" is about 
three miles distant from this estate. A writer (Aubrey, in his 
^'Perambulations of the County of Surrev," 1C73-1C92) savs : 
*' The name and family of At wood have been of long duration in the 
village of Sanderstetid, in a lineal de.«ocnt, though the first I can find 
is one buried in the church, A. D. 1520."' Another Countv his- 
torian S]>oaks of the family at Coulsdon and Sauderstcad as the 
same. 

In 1357 Peter Atte Wode had a bishop's license for a private 
chapel at '• Wood Place " or ** Hooley House." He seems to have 
been a favorite of William de Wykeham, the great Bishop of Win- 
chester, who was born 1324 — died 1404, and was associated with 
him in several honourable offices about Windsor Castle, the Royal 
Forests, etc. 

The Sandcrstead Manor then belonged to the Abbey of Hyde at 
Winchester, whose secular concerns, it is stated, were in the control 
of the Bishop. It is not an improbable supposition that Peter Atte 
Wode, or some of his family, may have received a beneficial grant of 
•• Sanderstcad Court," (.<o called) from William of Wykeham before 
his death in 1404. The County histories seem to consider it the 
same family, first at Coulsdon, then at Sanderstead, only two or 
three miles distant. But some of the family continued at Coulsdon 
after 1404. The exact time of their first possession of Sanderstead 
Court is not known. 
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The oldest inscriptiou in Saoderstead Church is on a brass : *^ Of 
your chnrire pray for the soiilles: of John A Wodde and Diones \m 
wife, which John deeessed the 30 day of July, A. 1)., MVXXV, on 
whose Soulier Jesu liavt* inereie.'* This inscription is on a brass plate 
which was probably on the chancel wall. Above it were two small 
figures in brass representing a man and woman with hands uplifted 
in prayer. The:>c bradses are now in the p«ari«h chest, as also the 
brass plate with the following inscription : 

*' Here Iveili Nvelio]a> Wood, tlie third sou of John At Wood of 
Sanderstead Corto. who served C^ueone Elizabeth sens the second 
yeare of iiei rayue, and deceased tlie 14 of Aluy, 15^G, leaving 
behind him a wyfe and children, — 7 sous, Hannan, John. Nicholas. 
Thomas. James. John. Hirhard, Allis. Susan.'* This Nvcholas had. 
probably, some olHee eonneeted M*ith the stables of Queeu Elizabeth. 
In an old parchment of Englisli genealogy brought from England 
before the revolnii«»ij. mu- nanu* of the faniilv record had annexed to 
it the words: "E. Stab. Elis. Reg." — (of the stables of Queen 
Elizabeth). 

Tlie widow of Xieiiohi*, though the motlier of nine chiklren, was 
again married t(» John Jhi«*k of Aldenham In the village of Elstree, in 
Hertfordshire. She died in ir»0.">. Her epitaph in the church of 
Elstree, had inscriptions in English, Frencli and Latiu. In thirty 
lines of poetry >\u' is ••heprai^eil" with ridiculous extravagance. 
The begin ing is : — 

•• Uelioh) and know how heaven Is repossost 

Of hor sweet soul, 
Wliose corps interred doth rest 

Xrar to this place." 

The last lines restore the corps to the soul : 

•• Dignified, glorified, eternized ; 
Sanctified at last, as first baptised.** 

But her husband gives in Latin the interesting facts, that she died 
1603, aged 55. that her first name was Olive Harmau, that she 
was the daughter and heir of James Harman (who was the brother 
of Edw. Harman. of Burford, &<•., in Oxfordshire), that her first 
husband was Xiclmja.* At wood of Sanderstead, and that she left sur- 
viving children of that husband. Harman, John, Thomas, James. 
John and Susan ; and one son of her second husband. The name 
of the fifth child is printed Joannam in the Hertfordshire History, 
but the name is distinctly John on the Sanderstead brass, and the 
deceased dauirhter's name was Allis. 
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It will be uoticed that Nicholas is called ^' Wood " in his epitaph, 
but ** At wood" in that of his widow. It M-as* very common in those 
days to make such changes. It will also be uoticed that there were 
two Johns, sons by the same wife and both surviving. This was also 
common with a favorite name. The county histor}' notices it as 
occurring in other contemporary families. 

Harman, the eldest son of Nicholas, ie> called Wood on the record 
at Sanderstead of the births of his two eldest children — he then in 
1604 resumed the prefix of the preposition, never to be again relin- 
f|uished by the family. Ho succeeded in IGOO to the SaiKler.'rtead 
estate, as will be seen hereafter, by legacy and purchase, and it con- 
tinued in the possession of his descendants, by male succession till 
1759, when it passed to the female line, the name of Atwoo<l, how- 
ever, being retained as a Christian name by the successive owners, 
probably under some condition of the title. The family arms are : 
Lion ramptmt between three acorns ; crest, arm erect holding 
battle axe. Tliese arms are displayed on the front of the old 
Sanderstead mansion. 

There are notices of Eklmund Harman in the Ilistorv of Oxford- 
shire (in Rymer and the publications of the Record Commission). 
He was a gentleman of his Majesty's Bed-chamber to Henry VIII, 
with the special office of '^ Barbour,*' having two subordinates in that 
sen*ice. He was a witness to the King's Will, and had a legacy of 
two hundred marks in it. His name appears prominent on several 
occasions of royal display. James Harman's name also appears in 
some service at the Court of Queen Mary. The ^^ Ladies Harman," 
of the Court of Henr}* VIII, were at one time in great danger from 
charge of heresy. Tyndall's most efficient supporter was a Ilarman. 

In 1529 a John A. Wodde was keeper of the King's '* goshawke.' 
(The royal stables in London near Charing Cross were afterwards 
called *' The Mews" from their old use for the King's falconry). 
Perhaps Nicholas At wood and Olive Harman were brought together 
by the service of members «of both families at the Court of Henrv 
VIII. 

The manor of Sanderstead was confiscated at the suppression of 
the monastic establishments, but soon afterwards purchased by John 
Owustead (whose mother was an At wood), and by his AVill given to 
his cousin, Harman Atwood (the eldest son of Nicholas), and to his 
own two sisters. Harman Atwood purchased the shares of these 
two, becoming thus sole owner. He was an Attorney of Clifford's 
Inn, London, and probably resided there af^er his marriage until 



OwnstencVi* denth. as the baptism of his eldest son does not appear on 
the Sanderstcnd ri'jjisier. [The first born there, named Ownsted, if 
expressly registered as the second son.] The first wife of Harmau 
was Elisabeth, daughter of Simon Lawrence, by whom he had two 
sons and two daughters^ : Iii.< second wife was Joan, daugliter of Ar- 
nold King of Beckinham in the County of Kent, gent., by whom he 
had four sons and two daughters^. Hy his Will, dated 1642 (proved 
1654). it appears that the eldest son was named John (there were 
two sons of this name, in this imitating Xycholas* family). By this 
Will he r^etilitl hi: ]a:Ml> nji his fourth sou. Ilannan Atwotid. and givfs 
legacies to his eldest son tlohn, and to his daughters Ann, Susan and 
Olive. The eldest of these siins, bciiijr heir at law, released to his 
brother Hanuan anv ri;rht he nuVht have in the estate so settled bv 
his father upon him. This llarmaii built Sanderstead Court, on 
which are his initials II. A. and the date in7(). He was a Coun- 
Bcllor-at-Law and, ae<'ording to Aubrey (History of Surrey), was 
distinguished hy hi> zeal for the church, building parsonage, restoring 
tythes. etc. According to tlohn Ohlhaurs Klegy, published in his 
poems, he was vi-t jnon* distinguished for professional ability and 
everv moral excel h*nci'. 

The following is an e.\tiM«*l from Ohllianrs ode: [Ohiham, born 
10.5.'*,, died 1083.] 

"To the memory (»f that w(»rthy gentleman, Mr. Harman Atwood.** 

•• A sciul as grejil as e'er vouchs:ifiMl to llr 
Inhnbirer hi low niortalitv." 



•• So kind, so generous and s(» fret*. 

As if lie only lived in courtesie.

In a short biography of John Oldham prefixcfl to his poems, is 
mentioned the fact, that this Harman Atwood was his liberal patron, 
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that he died iu 1676, that he whj* of Siinderstead. in Surrey County, 
Kn^rhmd. 'Mvhei*e the uame and fimily had l>eeu of long duration in 
a lineal descent.'* He >va9 the cousin of the Harman who Mttled in 
Ho:«iou iu 1G42. 

Thitf wonderful »pecinien of legal and moral excellence left a sou 
of his own name, who, having no is»ue, made a settlement iu 1G7.'> 
(he died early iu 1G7G) of hi.*« estates on his brother John and hi«» 
only ftijiter Olivo for their lives ; tlicn on llaminn Atwood, grandsoi) 
of his elder brother King Atwood, when he should attain the age of 
l'-1, and on hi^ i^^Ul* male — »ju ftiihnv uf wliicli tliL- fblute> wire lo jzi> 
to Greorgc Atwood. younger son of John Atwood deceased eldest 
brother of the settler, and hii« is;>ue male — then to Mark, second son 
of John deceased, and then to John the third son and their re^i)>ectivc 
is»iue male. 

The above is* from ^fanning and RrayV Parrey. and further stati- 
meuts go on to t^ay : ** The estate vested in George, the fourth and 
younger jjou of John, according to Ilarnnin*s settlement continueil iu 
his heirs till 1 7oO, when John Atwood dying without issue devised it 
t<» hii* nephew Tlnmias Wigjiell, Attorney -at -Law, New Inn. London, 
whose mother was an Atwood. He in 1778 devised it to hl« nephew 
Atwooil Wigsell, son of the Kev. Atwood Wigsell, Kector of the 
parish. mIio died unmarried. Hi?? brother. Kev. Thomas Wigtcll, 
settled it on his sister Susanna Wigsell for life, and remainder to 
Atwoijd Wigsell 'j'aylor, on whom it devolved in 1^07, he assuming 
name and arms of Wigsell. He was a minor, died in 1821. In six 
weeks after his death h]2^ son. Colonel Atwood Dalton Wigsell, 
became the owner. At his death, which occurred in 1878, the name 
Hnd family of Wigsell ended, and that of Atwood also as far as thi* 
estate is concerned. It now belongs to Roliert Arkwright, who mar- 
ried Col. WigsellV half-sister. Miss fireig. to whom he left it by will. 
The family of Atwood had been there for centuries, and it was mat- 
ter of real regret and grief in the neighliorhood when' they cnme to 
an end. 
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ATWOODS IX AMERICA. 

John AiwcKicl, who enine to Plymoiith nl>oiit 1635, wai^ uudoubt- 
edly the second, or fiAIi. son of Nicholas and Olive. He was one of 
the worthy pilgrinii*. whs an assistant in IG08. He had do children, 
died in 1644. There i:^ no grave-stone extant, but a history, ** New 
Knghuul Memorial.'* hy Morton, gives this account of him: — 

»* 1044. — Thi> vcar Mr. John Atwood died. He was a fi:odlv man. 
singularly onduweil wiiJi tho gnirc of pntii'ncc, und having a large 
estate, hecanu* n useful benefactor to the Colonv of New Plvmouth. 
He departed cxprt•^^ilig givai laiili in C llri^t, and a cheerful expecta- 
tion of the resurrection of hi? body at the general resurrecti<m in 
jrUn'v." In hi.< Will lie savs : '• Mv Imithers arc as able as I am 
and more :^o. and tlieir children tliev be man v.'* He mwe all he had 
fo his wife. In the end it was found to I>e verv little. He came 
hini*elf fnnn ]-oinh»ii. und evervthin"^ seem*- to connect him with the 
S anderstead family. 

It is nut ])o<iti\i 1\ ri-riain of which of <)!ive'> sun* the Harnian 
wno came to H«»si<>n was the son ; but there is: little doubt it was of 
the eldest .lohn. It >\ill be remembered there were two Johns. He 
was not the son c»f the eldest brother Harman. heir of the Sander- 
stead estate. His name a])]iears March *2, 1643, at Plymouth^JiS. 
witnessing a deed of F. l>illington to John Atwood. Probably the 
presence of John in America led to his nephew's coming, and his 
subsequent declining fortune and death led to Ilarmau's settlement in 
Boston dependent on his own exertions in this new world. 

There was a parchment roll of Genealogy in the old Atwood man- 
sion at Haverhill, which was unfortunately carried away, by one of 
the family and lost. Several of the family, however, remembered it 
well as containing the names of Harman and John several times 
repeated, and one of the family remembered that the last entry was 
of Harman the son of Jc»hn. If contained one named as **e stabalis 
Elis. Reg.'* Some of the aged relatives also rememliered having 
heard Sanderstead spoken of in their early years. 

This parchment was brought from England before the revolution 
bv Joseph Atwood of Bradford. His visit to England and the obtain- 
ing the parchment corresponds with the time of the failure of the 
name of Atwo<»d at Sanderstead in 17J1J. Probably there was some 
hope of obtaining the estate. The fact that Harman gave the name 
of John to his eldest son adds to the probability that he was himself 
the son of one of the Johns of Nicholas and Olive. 
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Uarmak Atwuod first appears at^ aduiitted to be a townsiuau 
of Boston. Doc. 2C, 1C42. Was a member of Artillery Co., 1644. 
Admitted in Boston a Freeman (that is a voter) in May, 1045. In 
August 11, 1646 married to Ann, daughter of AVm. Copp. Hi? son 
John (five days old) was baptis^ed Sept. 5, 1647. His daughter 
Sarah baptised May 26, 1650. He died in 1650. In 1651, Oct. 8, 
administration granted to hi? widow for herself and her two children. 
His inventory only £ii4.3. His house was between the old church 
lot (afterwards Joy*s Building, now Boger's Building) and Court 
House Square. His widow afterwards man*ied Thomas Saxton. 
Her father* s, AVilliam Copp's Will, gave legacies to his grandchildren 
John and Sarah Atwood. The gravestone of her mother Goodeth 
(Judith) Copp is the oldest but one hi Copp's Hill Cemeteiy. 

'*^ Joiix Atwood, only son of Harman born 1647, died 1714, bap- 
tised when five davs old, — married to Sarah his first wife, bv whom he 
had four childrvii. l(»7u, member of llii.- Ariiilcry Co. [TIk- History 
fif the ancient and honorable Artillery Co. speaks of Capt. John 
AtwoiKl as .•.peirially actixcin reorganizing ii against Andros in lC6>l.j 
iri75.0, admitted to 2nd Church. 1681 Bought house on Middle St.. 
nc^w Hanover St., between Prince and Bennett, on the westerly side 
of Middlo St.. 32 J feci distant from Prince St. measured 35 feet on 
Middle St. 1690, Oct. 2tK, married (second wife) Mrs. Mary Smith, 
daughter of Zachariah Long of Charlestown (Z. L. died 168S) and 
had by her seven children.

nged about 67." 1714, by his Will, probated 1714. gave his house 
to his wife for her life, then to children living at her decease. 

A Funeral Sermon was preached on the occasion of his death by 
Bev. John Bai'uard. This Mr. Barnard was a member of the Old 
North Church — the Church of Increase and Cotton Mather — and was 
the favorite candidate of the Mathers for a new Church, then form- 
ing by colonizing from the old Church. He had the means of know- 
in;: the elinraeter and life reeonl of tin* irood old Denemi. IJo wiis 
afterwards minister of Marblehead. and of great reputation in the 
Churches. 

Of this quaint old sermon but one or two copies remain. It is an 
excellent description of the good man. sound in faith, and upright in 
his conduct before God and man. 
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The following is a copy of the Title Page, and of the concluding 
portion of the pennon wliioh hafs perRonal reference to the deceased ;

Of the children of Deacon John At wood only two sons, John and 
Joshua and two daughters were living in 1729, when they sold his 
Boston house. There are no traces of any descendents excepting of 
the familv of John who removed to Bradford, Mass. He was born 
in Boston 1694, went to Haverhill, Mass., and there married, in 1715, 
Hannah Bond, removed to Bradford, Mass. 171G. He there was a 
ship-builder, having a grant of land on the Merrimac River from the 
town for that purpose. A full list of their children, fnmi the Brad- 
ford Records, is given hereafter.

He was at West I*oint, or near it, for three or four months just after 
the Arnold trea>on. a volunteer enlistment upon tlie alarm on the 
discovery of that treason. He purchased the mansion house at Uav- 
erhill, 1701 . lit- di. d May 8, l.s(»8. The Columbian Centinel (the 
leading Ik>ston paper) of May 11th. at a time when any funeral 
noiiee was \crv rare, .>av.-» : 

"Died in Haverhill, St h instant, Mr. Moses Atwood, Merchant, 
aged 47: a man universally esteemed by all liis acquaintance: he 
has left a wid<iw an«l nine children to'lameut his loss." 

The monument in the old cemeterv at Haverhill has on one side :

The preceding minutes show the connection of Peter Atte "Wode 
with TVykeliam, and the Bishop's control over the Sandersted estate. 
As Peter (clerk of his court, commissioner with him at Windsor, 
and warden with him of tlie forests) resigned, or was removed, 
with Wykeham, it is not, perhaps, an improbable supposition that 
he. or some o^ hi* fsmiilv. mnv hnve received n benefiioinl "rant 
of that estate from the Bishop before his death in 1404. The 
County Historic* seem to consider it the same family, first at 
Coulsdon, then at Sandersted, only two or three miles distant. 
Some of the familv continued at Coulsdon after 1404.

The next epitaph is of the widow of this Nycholas. It names 
him Nycholas At wood. His sons also resumed the name of Atxvood. 
On the death of her first husband, Nycholas, she married John 
Buck, of Oldenham in Hertfordshire who, when she died in 1608, 
erected a splendid monument for her in Elstree Church, with 
inscriptions, poetry and prose, Latin, French and English, telling 
us that her maiden name was Olive Harman, and that she left sur- 
viving her five Atwood sons, Harman, John, Thomas, James and 
John, and one daughter, Susan, and one son of Mr. Buck's. 

Harman, the eldest son of Nycholas and Olive, succeeded his 
fatlicr iu the occupation of Sauderstead Court, and afterward became, 
a? will appear, sole oym^r, 

1535'! 599. The Manor of Sanderstead was confiscated by Henry 
VIII at the suppression of the Abbeys. It was first granted to 
Sir John Gresham (uncle to Sir Thomas Gresham, builder of the 
London Exchange) and descended to his heirs till it was sold in 
1591 to John Ownsted, Esq., whose mother was an Atwood. There 
was a delay of some years in perfecting the title, till about 1599. 

** John O^^nsted, Esq., of Sandersted Corte, servant to the most 
excellent princess, and our dread sovereign Queene Elisabeth, and 
Serjeant of her Majesty's carriages by ye space of 40 years. He 
died in ye 66 yearc of his age on the 9 Aug., 1600.*' [From 
Bray ley & Britton.] 

He was originally of Addington. His monument was at San- 
dersted on the So. side of the Church, but it has been removed. 
Muiiuiii;: «Sc Drav say : " His duty was to in-ovido carria'^c*' for 
the Queen and her servants on her removal from one house to 
another, and in her progresses, and it was not a military employ- 
ment, but his figure on his monument is in armour." 

** Dying without issue, he by his AVill, dated two days before his 
death, devised his estates iu Surrey to \\u second wife (Margaret,

widow of Simon Lawrence of London) for her life, then two-thirds 
to his (yousin Harman Attwoodd, and the remainder to his own 
two sisters, Ann Knapp and Joyce HoUoway. Harman Atwood 
purchased the shares of thei^e two, becoming thus sole owner.'* 
[Brayley & Britt. Mann. & Bray.] 

Harmax prohahly resided in London until Ownsted's death, as 
the bapti:jin of his eldest child docs not appear on the Sandersted 
register. He resumed the old family name of Atwood in 1 604, the 
previous entries in the parisli register being *' AVood." He had 
two wivc's.

The name of the second soj). Ownsted, does not appear again at 
Sandersted. nor i> the name of the eldest there at all. But bvtlie 
Will of Ilnrman Atwood. dated C July, ICA'2 (proved IC-U), and 
by the settlement and Will of his 4lh son Harman. in 167.5 (died 
1G7G) it appear.^; that the eldest son was named ^^ John," the same 
us the Gth (in this imiiatinjr Xycholas' family). This John whs 
called John Atwood of Sutton. His children were, according to 
Manning and Brny. Harman, Murk, Joanc, John. George. The 
time and place of birth of the two eldest sons, Harman and Mark, 
does not appear. Harman's name appears in Manning and Bray. 
The Sutton Parish Kegistry begins 1636. The following are 
the At woods named, and no others aAer 1690 for 30 vears.

This Harman, the 4ih sou of the first Har- 
man, was a Counsellor-at-Law, ami according to Aubrey (Hist, of 
Surrey) was distinguished by zeal for the church, building parson* 
age, restoring tythes, &c. According to John Oldham's Elegy, 
published in his poems, he was yet more distinguished for profes- 
sional ability, and every moral excellence. He was born 1608 and 
died 1G7G. '^ [Oldham lived from 1G5G to 1G83.] 

Olive Atwood, sister of the above Harman, was known as 
*' Dame Ob* via.** She built or repaired the Sandersted rectory. 
On a stone over the dour are her iuiiialb, O. A., o acorua, and 
1680. She died 1681. 

The arms of the At woods are a lion rampant between three 
acorns ; crest, a cubit arm with battle axe. These arms arc dis- 
played on the front of the old mansion, a large brick structure, 
with H very spaciou* hnll. probably of the time of James, perhaps 
Elisabeth. A magnificent Cedar of Lebanon near, and a well 
proVwbly 200 feet di»o]». recently discovered. 

In a previous portion of these records it has been stated how the 
Sandersted estate descended to George, the fourth and younger son 
of John, according to Iiarman*s settlement, and continued in his 
heirs till 1751^, when John Atwood, dying without issue, devised 
it to his nephew Thomas AVigsell (whose mother was an Atwood), 
in whose heirs and devisees it continued till 1878, the name of 
Atwood bein^r alwavs retained as a christian name. At that time 
the family of Atwood at Sanderstead became extinct (see page 9) . 

SUMMARY. 

The preceding minutes show, with certainty, that the Harman 
Atwood^ who first appears at Boston, in 1642, was a grandson of 
Kycholas and Olive ^ and, in all probability, the son of the eldest^ 
John Nycholas Wood himself was the third son of John Atwood 
of Sandersted who deceased 1520. This JbA // At wood was probably 
of the family of John Atwood (lessee of the adjoining manor of 
Coulsdon, temp. Henry VI), as he was of Peter Atte Wode, as he of 
Geoffrey Atte Wode, and he of Willtam Atte Wode, and he of Peter 
Atte AVodc, all of Coulsdon, and he of IVilHam Atte Wode, the first 
named (in 1278) of the Surrey At woods. 

The family name is apparently derived from '* La Wode" of 1357, 
the ''woodland" at Coulsdon, which was either the 4 acres at 
*'Hooley House" (1208, owned by Geoffi-ey before 1346) or the 15 
acres of " Wood Place," owned by Peter before 1303.

Goodeth Copp, it will be seen, was 41 years at the time of Ann's 
marriage, who must therefore have been young. This is some 
evidence that her husband was so. 

Ann Copp, after Harman Atwood's death, married Thomas Sax- 
ton, several of her descendants of that name are buried near the 
Copps in that cemetery. William Copp of Boston, cordwainer, 
died 1669. By Will he gives to his grandchildren, John and Sarah 
Atwood, £10, and to John Atwood ten acres of his land beyond 
Braintree. His Will was dated 1662.

The Parrptts, Boyntons, Kimballs, and Stickneys. were all of 
that Rowley Colony. ** 

From Cotton Mather's '^life of Ezekiel Rogers," it seems almost 
certain, that the companions of his voyage, in 1638, were generally 
from Rowley, or the vicinity, or other towns in Yorkshire. He speaks 
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of the church at Kowlcy as ^' standiDgiu the centre of many villages," 
so that 'Mherc wa* now (while Kogers was there) a great resort unto 
the service ilicreiii performed." After he was silenced. — "many 
prudent men iu those times foreseeing the storms that were likely in a 
few years to break upon the Knglish nation, did propose New England 
for their hidiug-phice. And of these our Mr. Rogers was one, who 
had been accomi)anicd by Sir Wm. Constable, and Sir. Matthew 
Boyutou also, in his^ voyage hither, if some singular providences had 
not hindi.M\(l tlitin. Hither did the good hand of God bring him, 
with mnny of hi? Yorkshire friends, in the year 1638, ships having 
been by his^ di.^civtiun and iuliucucc brought from Loudon unto liull, 
to take in the passengers. Arriving at New England, he was urged 
verv much to .^eiile with his Yorkshire folks at New Haven, but in 
cousidcration of thv depeudauce that several persons of quality had on 
him, to chii^e a meet-])lac*c for their entertainment in thi^ wildeniess 
when thov .th^nli] fr.nif afior him. ho wa.<: advi.«od rather to another 
place which he wa« protTercd very near his reverend kinsman, Mr. 
Nnth'l l\nL' •!> o}' Ip-jwi'-li. Thi' town* of I])«wich and Newbury 
were willing on ea>y terms to part with much of li.eir land, that they 
might admit n third plantation between tliem, whidi was a great ad- 
vantage to ^Ir. Ezekicl Kogors. who called the town Kowley, &c.*' 
[Mather's' Magnalia, vol. 1.] 

Kzekifl Koyfc'i'.* was aboui '2<) vear- Rector of tlie Clnu'ch at Row- 
ley. England. He was^ born l.")90. the son of Ricliard Rogers, of 
Weathersfic-ld. En^'. : became Master of Ari^ at 'JO : tlien Chaplain 
of Sir Francis Harrington, at Hatfield, Essex, who afterwards pre- 
sented him to the benefice of Rowley. He died IGGO. 

^VinthroJ^ speaks of Rogers with 20 heads of iamilies **from

Manor of Sanderstead. 

Kxtracts from am E^nsllshi PampHlet by 
GRAN^'ILLE LEVESOX-GOWER, F.SA. 

*^ The earliest mention that I find of this place is in the Saxon 
Charters. It is mentioned in the will of Duke Aelfrid, 871 A. D., 
iu conjunction with Selsdou, Westerham, and other places in the 
neighbourhood. It is there ^Titten Sonderstedc, and in Domesday 
Book Sandestede. There can be no doubt of the origin of the name ; 
it is the * sonde,' 'stede,' or sand j place, a name singularly appli- 
cable, and given to it from the character of the soil, which, as mny 
be noticed in coming up the hill from Croydon, is of a sandy nature, 
a feature very uncommon on these hills, and therefore likely to attract 
notice. Men in Saxon times often called the lands from some local 
and distinguishing feature. 

At the time of Domesday Survey we find the Manor in possession 
of the Abbey of St. Peter of Hide at Winchester. *The Abbey of 
St. Peter of Winchester holds Sandestede,* so says the Suney. 
Among Col. WigseU's deeds, to which he has kindly given me access, 
is a very early and interesting one of the time of King John, with a 
seal of the Abbey of Hide attached partly broken. It is an exchange 
between John, Abbot of Hide, and Hugh de Wrongeham of half a 
bide in Sanderstead belonging to the former, for some land called 
Papeholt. 

In 17 Edw. II. we find license granted to the Abbot and Convent 
of Hide to lease the Manor of Sanderstead and lands there, with the 
exception of the advowson, to Walter, Bishop of Exeter, for ten 
years, at a yearly rent of 20/. It continued the property of the Abbey 
of Hide until the dissolution of the monasteries in the reign of Henry 
VIII, when on the 4th November, in the thirtieth year of that king. 
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bj letters patent dated at Westminster, and in consideration of 79/., 
it >vas granted to Sir John Grcsliam, Kt. (Lord Mayor of London 
1547) , who had alreudy acquired large estates at Titsej and elsewhere 
in the neighborhood, together with the adjoining Manor of Warling- 
ham. Upon his death, in 1556, he devised it by will to Katherine 
his wife, for her life, with remainder to his third son, Edmond 
Grcsham. She died in Jan., 1576-7. 

Edmond Gresham, who succeeded, was of Thorpe Market, in the 
County of NoH'olk, and a mercer of London. He died in 1586, and 
bv hi? will devised this manor to hi.« ?on Richard Gresham. and he, 
on dOth October, 1558, sold it to John Ownstead and Joan his wife. 
This bavin? boon done without roval licence, the estate was seized 
into the queen's hands, and it wa.^ not until 1504 that, upon payment 
of a fine of 8/. 17i«. 9^d., license was granted to Richard Gresham 
and Anne his wife to alienate the Manor of Sanderstead, with the 
advowsou, 800 ucro» of land, 60 of meadow, 500 of pasture, 300 of 
wood, 700 of furze and heath, and 20/. i*ent. 

Tliis Jolm (Jwnstead wa^ sergeant of the queen's carriages, an 
office which he had held for Kin^' Edward VJ., and which involved 
the duty of providing horses and carriages for the queen during her 
progi*e«ses through the coimtrv. He marrietl at Addington, 13th 
February, 1576, Joan, widow of John Leigh, Esq., of Addington, 
and daughter and sole heir of Sir John Oliph, Kt., of East Wickham: 
She was buried at Addington, 27(h July, 1503. He died on 9th 
August, 1600, aged sixty-six, and was buried in Sanderstead Church. 
On the south wall of the chancel is a monument in alabaster, to him : 
he is represented as a man in armour kneeling before a desk. Leaving 
no issue, he bv his will devised this manor. aAer the death of his 
second wife Margaret, to his cousin, Harman At wood. 

The family of Attwood, of whom a pedigree is given by Manning,* 
had long been seated at Sanderstead, and were, I imagine, a yeoman 
family of the place. In a fine of land relating to Sanderstead, 19 
Edw. III., I find the name of Peter Atte Wood, and in Coulsdon, the 
adjoining parish, the same name occurs in 6 Edw. II., when Peter 
at Wode, John and Roger de Bosco (or of the Wood), are returned 
as owning Innd^ in that pnri.sh : their name i^ still retained in Wood 
Place, in Coulsdon. Aubrey mentions a brass in the south aisle to

Wood, son of John Atwood, 1586.® 

Harman Atwood died in 1653, aged eighty-three, as appears by 
the inscription on his monument in the church. His son of the same 
name built Sanderstead Court, on which are his initials H. A., and 
the date 1676. After him we find his son, Harman Atwood, in pos- 
session, and he by his will devised Sanderstead to his brother John 
and his sister Olive for their lives, with remainder to Harman Atwood, 
son of his elder brother John, deceased. 

This Harman Atwood never succeeded, having predeceased Olive 
Atwood, who had a life estate, and who died, as appeuvb irum her 
monument, in February, 1681 .* George Atwood, his brother, there- 
upon became entitled, and dying in 1 722, the estate passed to his son 
John. He died in 1759 without issue, and by his will devised his 
estates, after the death of his wife, to his cousin Thomas Wigsell, 
an attorney of New Inn, London, who died in 1778, and was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew Atwood Wigsell, son of the Rev. Atwood 
Wigsell, Rector of the parij?h. This Atwood died unmarried, where- 
upon LIo brother, the Rev. Thomas Wigsell, succeeded. On his 
death, in 1805, without issue, his sister Susanna Wigsell held the 
property for her life. She died in 1 807, and was succeeded by Atwood 
Wigsell Taylor, who assumed the name and arms of Wigsell, in 
pursuance of the will of the Rev. Thomas Wigsell. He died at an 
early age in 1821, and six weeks aA«r his death was horn his son and 
successor Atwood Dalton Wigsell, the owner in 1878. 

It remains now to notice Sanderstead Court, the residence of Col. 
Wigsell, and the principal object of interest in the place. It is clear, 
I think, that the Abbots of Hide had a house attached to the manor. 
In some notes furnished me b3* an old resident, it is stated that there 
was an old monastery in the parish founded in the reign of King 
John, that the old well of 350 feet or more in depth, which still exists, 
was within the precincts, and that traces of the foundations can be 
seen in a dry summer ; that it stood in the comer of the park, not 
far from the new farmhouse, and south-west of Sanderstead Court ; 
that at the Dissolution a manor-house* w*as built out of the materials 
of it ; that it went by the name of Sanderstead Place, and was pulled

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down about the end of tlie last century. On this same subject Miss 
Russell, an old lady of ninety-two, formerly of Sanderstead, and now 
living at Croydon, states that it was called 'the Place' House, and 
was a large old family residence by the well ; that the last resident 
was Captain Mercer, who had married Mrs. Wigsell's sister, and 
that it was pulled dovra when she was quite young. 

This approaches very nearly to the truth. It does not appear that 
there was ever a monastery ; but no doubt, there was an old grange 
belonging to the Abbey of Hide, which stood upon the site mentioned. 
It is quite clear that there were two principal houses, the one called 
Saudersteud Place, the other Sanderstead Court. We find the 
Atwoods described as of Sanderstead Court in 1568, at the time when 
the Place House was in possession of the Greshams. I can see 
nothing in the present mansion-house to warrant the opinion, com- 
monly entertained, that any part of it is Elizabethan. It belongs to 
the time of Chnrles II.. as appears by the date on the south front, 
1676, and was built by Harman Atwood, the second possessor of that 
name, whom Aubrey describes as ' a singular benefactor to this and 
other churches by Imilding hr'_^cd for the incumbents. He was evi- 
dently fond of bricks and mortar, and in the quiet times succeeding 
the Restoration he was able to indulge his fancy. 

The principal apartment is the hall, which occupies the centre of 
the house, and is carried up for two stories ; the internal decorations 
date from the early part of the last century, the fiuted columns w^ith 
Corinthian capitals being similar in character to those in some of the 
civic halls in London of the same date. Considerable additions have 
been made on the north side of late years, and new offices and stables 
have been built. About two years ago a secret chamber was discov- 
ered behind the great chimney in the hall : it has since been partly 
closed up. 

The church, which stands within the indosure of the park, is ded- 
icated to All Saints. A picture of it forms the frontispiece to this 
volume.
